All 8ortw-«f rumors uihJ conjectures 
mo rife lelativo to tlje Rank Robbery 
ca.'^o but it is just as well to take flicm 
with the provopbial oi salt.

deavorinn to secure a change of venue 
in the Ponton trial, but those who

LOUISIANA UNDER SPAIN. 


How the Oflloe of Haagnian la the Colooy 
Weat Beggiag. 

When tho court martial that Don Alee- 
sandro 0'HelIly| the second Biuinish gov¬ 
ernor of lioulsiana, in 1760, had organized 
to convict brought In a verdict of death' 
against J^ifronlere and six of his compan¬ 
ions ns thu Iciulcrs of tho Ixiulslana revo¬ 
lutionists against the authority of Spain, 
to which country Is)uls XV of France had 
ceiled (he colony, O'Hcilly sought In vain 
among whites pnd blacks In Ix)ui8lAna for 
a man who would perform the abhorrent 
w'ork of siTvlng os hangman nt the oxeon- 
tion of tho patrluta Not a man of the col¬ 
ony would answer the call. In this emer¬ 
gency O'lUdlly w nscomiwllud to assign th« 
congenial task of aUiui^tcrlng the help¬ 
less creoloe and Fronohmon to regular 
Hpanlsh soldlera whom he had brought 
with him from Bimln, and, instead of be¬ 
ing hanged, I^frcniere and the othera 
were shot to death by aj>flitoon of grena¬ 
diers In a space of gnftind near the site of 
the present United ^tates mint In New 
Orleans^which at^hat time wos In the 
rear of the mliltnrw garrison of tho post. 

Tho failure of (VRellly to secure a hang¬ 
man in the case qI these unfortunate men 
recalled to old French residents of Now 
Orleans of that OHj^ho interesting story 
of Jeaunot, on AfrlcorTidaTe of tho Mlssls- 
sipi^ coinpiiny, or Company of the^Vest, 
w'hich 60 years previously had control of 
tho colony of Louisiana under a charter 
granted by tho regent of Orleans. The 
company offered Jeaunot his froodom on 
condition that ho would servo as publlo 
hangman of tho colony. Jennnot app^rod 
to Agree to the proposition, but^ho aftor- 
wanl repaired to a sooluTlod place and cut 
off his right arm with a hatchet. By this 
self inflicted mutilation Joannot avoided 
the repulslvo duties of hangman for the 
colony, but ho also lost his opportunity for 
freedom. However, tho agents of tho com¬ 
pany, not knowing In what way to utilize 
Jean not as a hiborer, appolntctl him over¬ 
seer of all tho slaves Ixdonglng to it. Poor 
Jeannot wos rewAnle<l for his sonso of hu- 
■mnity and conscfciitiuusness by roceivlng 
the respect and esteem of all the inhabit¬ 
ants of the colony during the rest of his 
life.—New Orleans Picayune.

Icon Is tho strike, or butcher binl, boi^aust. 
it popnees upon it suddenly and, tffkln| 
it to a convenient tree or bush, fastens 11 
on a thorn with mice, beetles ond other 
oreaturos and loaves It Busi)undcd unfll it 
Is needed for footl. This bird destroys ftV 
more than it requires, many bclngjcft ot 
the thorns until they fall to pieces fron 
d(*compoHitlon. 

The chameleon, being of a fearless dla 
position. Is cosily tamed by klndnoM, add 
if given tho run of tho house soon boconies 
familiar with the human Inmates and 
takes flics from their hands. After eating 
It cocks its little brown oyes first on one 
side, then on the other, as much as to ask 
If there are any more 4aintioH. and when 
It does not get them It scuttles away to 
some favorite retreat, genorally a sunnj 
nook near tho window. 

Tho chameleon puffs out Its little throat 
occasionally, osjf it were very angry and 
reody to attack everything, but that is all 
mere donmnstratlon, for It never assaiU 
anything ncrccr than a lively fly or a fat 
oaterplllar. This trick of enlarging Its di¬ 
mensions is a tinlt inherited from remote 
ancestors, which fretiuently used It to 
"bduff” hungry butCoautlous foes, who 
looked upon si/e as an indication of 
strength and ferocity. Tho saurians of the 
present day make a similar display when 
approached on land and exhale a strong, 
muHky smell, as if they depended on their 
ferocious mien and pungent odor to fright¬ 
en their enemies. 

Tho conditions of the chameleon are 
fuch that it will exist long after hlligators 
have disappeared from tho living fauna.—

When the olvll war broke out and the 
call In the north went forth for volun- 
teera, no tgmntlea were paid, and nearly 
1,000,000 men volunteer e d with no more 
iMwuniary Indnoement than the regular 
army pay. After a time, however, vbluu- 
toering languished, and to stlmninto en- 
listmenta boiintlea were offered by the na¬ 
tion, the state and the oitlea and towns, 
Thia not bringing forward reorulta in auf- 
floient numbem, tffa draft waa roaortod to. 
Drafted men wore paid amaller bonntioa 
or none at all, and thia foot lent into tho 
sorvloe aa volunteera many who ware lia¬ 
ble to Gonaorlptlon. 

Men who wore drafted often, whon aide, 
procuml BiilMtltutca, paying at first 9100, 
then 1900, then 9800, and finally, aa nvuil- 
ablo sulMtitutea grew auaroe, much larger 
amounta. Many citlea and towns obtaincil 
the reorulta neeilod toilll tholr quotas un¬ 
der the various calls for troops by onllst 
iiionta in otiter localities, os iiion who were 
w'llllng to enlist wanted to be credited to 
'^he places that would give theitfl tho most 
money. The procuiing of men to ser^o as 
stibstliutos and to mako up deficient 
quotas grew into a business of Itself, and 
a vdry prolitoible one at that. "Substitute 
brokers" qtilokly appeared in great num- 
Ihirs all over tho north, avid they inado 
enormous profits by agreeing to fill quotas 
at so much pi'r rocruit, providing ineia 
whom they had iiidueod to onlistgion the 
pnyinont of amounts much smaller than 
thosti ofTere<l by tho towns. 

Ono of tho results of tho ivayment of big 
Ixviintlos was the oomlng Into existence of 
rt class known as "bounty Jumpers." Tho 
various bounties and gratuities toward tho 
end of tho wor rarely nggregat<Hl less than 
91,000 per rocruit, and a great many hard 
clmroctors took ndvantagoof this national, 
state and iiiunlclpal liberality by enlist¬ 
ing, getting the money and desi’rtlng at 
tho first opivortunlty. It is on record that 
some of these men ‘•jumped" thelrbouii- 
ties aamony as 20 times, eiudi time clear¬ 
ing from 91,000 upward. Oenerally* tho 
ilcsortlons were ofTcctwl at tho sUite camps, 
whero iwrults were hordiM until called to 
the front. Somotlmes, however, the boun¬ 
ty jumiK*rs did notget.away until they 
hml Isvn s<mt to regiments in the field. 
I'usually tho deserters left singly, ns op- 
INirtunltles arose, but once In awhile 
many would make a simultaneous lircnk. 

An InstaiKK) of thd hist meiitione<l sort 
oecurnxl in Boston, w'hleh creatiHl a seusa- 
tIon at tho time On Aug. 21, 1801, 450 
riHUMilts for tho First .New Hampshire cAv- 
airy, under command of Major Cummings 
and giinrdwl by a company of .the Vct4'ran 
Ucs4‘rvo corps, arrived in this city by sisi- 
clal train from (‘onoord They had all 
been paid their big Ixiuntlcs tho day be- 
foi%) and W(>re to sail from this port for 
Washington on tho UiiIUhI Htates trails' 
lH>rt steamer Constitution. Arriving in 
the old Boston and Maine station at 11 
o'chx'k in the morning, they w’ero taken 
under convoy by a detmihment of troops 
from tho Boiu'h Htrin-t barracks and a de¬ 
tail of i>uHeo and started on tlicir marcli 
to Battery wharf, where the Ctmstltutloii 
lay waiting to rtvolve them. 

A groat crowd, which, as The Herald of 
the next day avcrrtHl, “conslsliMl mainly 
of the lowest oJiarm ters from nonli end,” 
gatboretl around the detai'hment ns mHiii 
as It loft tho station, and Immediately it 
got Into Ilaymarkct si|nare scons of the 
ri'crults threw’ away their kniipsin ks, hlaii 
kets, coats, caps and catitceii- stiirted 
on the run Iti every direction, tin-ir es, upe 
being coverwi by the toughs, wli-, ^ ir 
rounded the guards iitul prevented tl. in 
from firing on the dewrters. TIu' p, 'i ■ 
pursued and caught a iiuiiilM’r of the lie, 
Itig men, whom they brought bmk to the 
olllcer in i‘ommand, hut aliuut 115 succeed¬ 
ed 111 getting Awny. 

Tlio romnlnder w’ero marched dowti 
I BInckstono to Commrrclal street and 
thence to tho wharf, but on the way still 
more of them escaiM-d from tho ranUs, 
while others Hung nway their elothitig and 
e<|iiipmcnts, until tho iiavemetit along (lie 
mute of march was fairly cariH'tcnl. .Many 
hurled thetr cnnU'cns at the olllcers, and 
nno lieutenant was struck over thc> lu*ad 
with ja bevr bottle and knocked senseless.

that the vagrants are almost invariably the 
drunks who finally graduate into that class. 
During last year there were 1,G71 vajp-ant^ 
committed to onr county gaols, and],25(> 
of dionka making a grand total of 2,927 of 
these two olaeecs of viotime alone threwo 
on tbe sober tax tayers of the countiy, wbo 
must needs feed and care for these onfor- 
tunates besides meeting all the cjtpeaeee of 
their own families. Tl^se are 'all ted and 
oared for out of tbepeojdes taxep. ^ver> 
temperance tax payer mavt beitr his full 
share of sustaining all these and Ihe many'' 
other viotimi of the drink trsflBo. ‘.HVery' 
one, therefore; has a right to say whether 
this busineee shall go on under tbe sanction 
and protection of tbe law.

if DO thoughts entered our miods regarding 
prohibition but ,thoae of revenue and lax- 
alioa, self interesi would prompi us to use 
our opporinuity towards the prohibition of 
a tralBuc causing burdens of taxes far 
beyond the amount of the revenne produced.

All refreebmeut toomi 
along the line, nnder control of the com¬ 
pany M itriotly prohibited from lelling 
ardent ipirits. 

Tbe Interoolonial, oar Government rail¬ 
way, and the Canadian Paoiflo have 
adopted similar prohibitory meaeoree, and 
for similar bus*ness reasons. On oar own 
Day of Quinte iiailway no person will be 
employed unlees of striotly temperate 
habits. Eipcricnoo has tangbt all these 
gruat business corporations that it is often 
n matter of serious iroportanoe to them 
trhether their people drink or not. 

Xbe kite Hart Maesey, Esq., who bnilt 
up dnenX-ihe largest and most sucoessful 
manafaotunng industries in Canada, was 
through life a temperance man and a pro¬ 
hibitionist : and ao are bij sons to day, and 
yet he used to saythit two thoasand dol¬ 
lars a year would not make good his loss 
beoauso of the oontinuancf of the drink 
traffic, in consequence of bis losses because 
of the men drinking engsged in his em¬ 
ploy, and tho Idbres mtailed because of tbe 
drinking of those to whom credit waa given 
for iropUmsnts sold, Mf. E. W. Rathban, 
of Peseronto, has also elated that bis 
losses each year from similar canses run up 
into huudrods of dollars. 

In Massacbuflctts one of the largest firms 
in the State, in the manufacture of boots 
and shoes, found, on exaniioation of their 
books, that with tbe same amount of labor, 
costing the same aniouut of money, there 
was 17 per Cent more work turned out 
when the State was under strict prohibition 
than when under license. Shrewd employ¬ 
ers of labor everywhere and shrewd sales¬ 
men of manufactured goods are now all 
alive to the fact that the more etTeotive 
prohibition is, tho better it is fur bosiiuee. 

Wo have hardly an observant tradesman 
of any kind in our midst but must bo well 
mware of the fact that his customors would 
be increased in number if all liquor sales 
could be out off by prohibition, that many 
of bis present cuetomers would become 
much larger purchasers but for the money 
and time they now epegd Ob drink, and 
that there would be much less losses in 
crediting those to whom credit is now given. 
One resident in Napanee, tu basiness for 
years, estimated that ^he bad lost over a 
ibousand dollars in^bad debts because of 
rbtemperance, and bis experience is the 
same as many otiicre. Un the other hand 
more than one of our busineae men here 
had debts paid into them during our Scott 
Act years that they had given up as lost, 
and which, no doubt, would not have been 
paid in at all but for tbe prohibition that 
prevailed during that time.
